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THE SUNSET LAW 

AND THE TASKS OF "PURSUIT"

The subject of the editorials in the last two issues has 
been: "Should not "PURSUIT" stop before too long? fade 
away into the sunset?" 

The answer is now clearly NO. The number of paid 
3rd year subscriptions is now 349, an increase of 22; 
several contributions have been received equivalent to 
about 10 more 3rd year subscriptions. Encouragements 
considerably outweigh discouragements. 

Many useful comments have come from letters received 
from our devoted subscribers. Many of these letters are 
published in this issue (see p. 6). Here I have put down 
som» answers to these comments: 

1. Researching the Assassinations. This magazine is 
eager to publish significant research. But the amount of 
research needed to be done now as to how the assassi- 
nations were accomplished, and by whom, is probably 
less than 2 percent of the amount of research that has 
been done in the past. The central problem is now 
quite different. 

2. Identifying the Power Control Group. The central 
problem now is satisfaction of the 80 percent of the 



people of the United States who have become convinced 
that (1) conspiracies produced the assassinations, and 
(2) continuing powerful coverups exist. So long as the 
House Assassinations Committee maintains zero publicity, 
there is little solid fact. 

The satisfaction that I want to have is the day when 
all the leading newspapers of the United States (the New 
York Times, the Chicago Tribune, etc.) have headlines 
like: "CONSPIRACIES PROVED AND ADMITTED IN 
THE POLITICAL ASSASSINATIONS IN THE UNITED 
STATES, 1963 to 1970. The persons who conspired 
were Allen Dulles, J. Edgar Hoover, Lyndon B. Johnson,... 
Persons who knew of the conspiracies and who lied were 
Earl Warren, Lyndon B. Johnson, J. Edgar Hoover,... ." 

That will be a great day. Of course, it may not happen 
for 75 years, measured from the day in 1964 when Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson applied secrecy of 75 years to 
hundreds of documents of the Warren Commission at the 
time they were transferred and stored in the N' i 4gal 
Archives of the United States. (President Jimmy Carter 
has done nothing about rescinding President Johnson's 
action, which was probably illegal and certainly contrary 
to the interests of the people of the United States.) 

3. Applying the Pursuit of Truth more Widely. There 
are many very important issues where vast power weighs

As the, time approaches for the Select Committee on 
Assassinations to ask the House of Representatives 
for its 1970 budget, it is of interest to once again 
examine the control over the American news media and 
the Congress, wielded by the Power Control Group 
(PCG) / 1/ . To those who observe the assassination 
scene with blinders removed, it seems patently ob- 
vious that the December 1977 date for the Select 
Committee’s budget approval has been a target for the 
PCG to attempt a final defeat of the Committee's 
efforts to get at the truth of the John Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King assassinations and the coverup 
crimes associated with them. 

An all-out effort has been mounted by the PCG to 
influence the thinking of citizens, and the votes of 
the members of the House, toward ending the life of 
the Committee with a negative vote as soon as possi- 
ble. This effort has manifested itself in the major 
news media, including the usual controls over the 
three TV networks, the ’’New York Times,” "Washington 
Post,” "Newsweek,” "Time," book publishers, book re- 
vi • «rj J* t XV talk shows, etc. 

As we take inventory of this massive campaign, it 
would be useful to test the validity of contentions 
made by this author and others in 1976 and 1977, con- 
cerning the relationships between the Power Control 
Group and the American news media, as revealed in the 
continuing coverups of the domestic assassinations, 
and the efforts to destroy the reputations of assas- 
sination researchers and the two official investiga- 
tions of the John Kennedy assassination /2/3/. 

New evidence has surfaced in 1977 to support these 
contentions in the form of a CIA document released 
under the Freedom of Information Act and an article 
by a new potential ally for assassination truth seek- 
ers, Carl Bernstein. Both of these documents were 
provided to the author by Ted Gandolfo in New York, 
who now has his own weekly cable TV show on Friday 
nights on Manhattan TV, titled, "Assassination USA." 

The Contentions About the CIA, 
the PCG and Assassinations 

A simplified listing of contentions by the author 
is as follows: 

1) Each political assassination or attempt (JFK, 
RFK, MLK, Wallace, and MJK) was essentially an 
intelligence type of operation using various pat- 
sies — Oswald, Sirhan, Ray, Bremer, and Ted Ken- 
nedy. 



2) Each political assassination has been covered 
up by the PCG, with the CIA, FBI and Secret Team 
leading the way. 

3) The PCG has gone to extreme lengths to dis- 
credit men like Jim Garrison, Henry Gonzalez, 
Walter Fauntroy and Richard A. Sprague, who had 
some power to expose the truth. 

4) The PCG has controlled and guided the media in 
the coverup projects through influence from the 
very top of each media organization. 

5) The PCG will continue to use the media and 
other means at their disposal to murder, to block 
and to discontinue congressional or private 
efforts to discover and expose the truth about 
the assassinations and the coverups. A peak of 
such activity developed around the December 1977 
Select Committee budget vote. 

Evidence of Media Control by the CIA 

Carl Bernstein / 4/ wrote an article exposing the 
CIA’s methods of controlling the news media. The 
basic techniques have been to plant a Secret Team 
member right at the top of each major media organiza- 
tion, or else obtain tacit agreement from the top 
man to use reporters working for the CIA or to use 
CIA people, stories, and policies on the inside of 
the organization. Bernstein goes this author one 
better by naming men above this level as CIA people 
in certain organizations. For example, this author's 
claim was that Harding Bancroft, Jr. has been the 
CIA control point at the "New York Times" /5/. 
Bernstein names Arthur Hays Sulzberger, the owner 
of the "Times" and Bancroft's boss, as the CIA's 
man at the "Times." At CBS, this author named Rich- 
ard Salant. Bernstein names William S. Paley. At 
the "Washington Post" and "Newsweek," Bernstein 
names Philip Graham, Katherine Graham's husband, 
former owner of the "Post" and "Newsweek." By in- 
ference, Mrs. Graham must be the current CIA order 
giver, after her husband's death. This author named 
Ben Bradlee. Bernstein's information confirms this 
author’s contention that the CIA controls the 15 
major news media organizations in the U.S. 

The other CIA top level individuals named by 
Bernstein are as follows: 

"Louisville Courier Journal" — Barry Bingham, 

Sr . 

NBC — Richard Wald 

ABC — Sam Jaffee 
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Time, Inc. — Henry Luce 

Copley News Service — James Copley 

Hearst — Seymour Freiden 

Thus, contention number 4 of this author has been 
substantiated by Bernstein's research /6/ : The PCG', 
through their prime intelligence members, are today 
still controlling what the media do and say about 
the subject of assassinations and the Select Commit- 
tee on Assassinations. They do this through influ- 
ence with the heads of each organization, those who 
issue orders downward, laying down media and editorial 
policies that are carried out by their subordinates. 

In some cases, lower level people are also planted 
as reporters, editors, producers or whatever, to 
execute the policies, write the stories, produce the 
programs, review the books, or write or publish the 
books. The CIA also owns and/or controls many pub- 
lishing houses, free lance writers and reviewers who 
can also be used in this massive campaign. 

However, the reader should not immediately jump 
to the conclusion that all media people knowingly 
continue to cover up assassination conspiracies. It 
is only necessary that they actually believe the CIA's 
stories and positions against conspiracies, and for 
lone nut assassins. For example, Anthony Lewis at 
the "New York Times" participates in this entire 
fraud, actually believing that Oswald was the lone 
nut assassin. 

It is inconceivable, however, that men intelligent 
enough to rise to the top of CBS, NBC, ABC, the "New 
York Times," et al., could really still believe that 
Oswald was the lone assassin. Some of them, or most 
of them, must be cooperating fully in the PCG coverup 
efforts. 

Proof of CIA Efforts to Discredit Researchers 

A recently released CIA document /7/ proves beyond 
any doubt that contention number 3 is true. This 
document was a dispatch issued from CIA headquarters 
in April 1967 to certain bases and stations to mount 
a big campaign through media contacts (called assets) 
against certain assassination researchers. The tar- 
gets included Mark Lane, Joachim Joesten, Penn Jones, 
Edward Epstein, and Bertrand Russell. The CIA pre- 
ferred to call them critics, kooks, buffs, nuts, 
weirdos and other names. 

The document describes a whole program to be used 
to discredit the "critics," and to support the Warren 
Commission. Many of the exact expressions that were 
used by the media controlled by the CIA, to attack 
the researchers, can be found in this document. One 
example is: 

"Conspiracy on the large scale often suggested 
(by critics) would be impossible to conceal in 
the United States, especially since informants 
could expect to receive large royalties, etc.” 

Another argument suggested is: 

"Note that Robert Kennedy, Attorney General 
at the time and John F, Kennedy's brother, would 
be the last man to overlook or conceal any con- 
spiracy." 

How many times did we hear that one from 1967 to 



The document also suggests using an article by 
Fletcher Knebel to attack Ed Epstein's book and to 
prefer attacks on it rather than Mark Lane's book 
because, "Lane's book is much more difficult to an- 
swer as a whole, as one becomes lost in a morass of 
unrelated details." 

The timing of this document is particularly im- 
portant. April 1, 1967 was approximately two months 
after Jim Garrison's investigation surfaced, and only 
shortly after Garrison found David Ferrie murdered 
in his own apartment and arrested Clay Shaw. Since 
we now know that both men were contract agents for 
the CIA and that the CIA went to great lengths under 
Richard Helms' directions to protect Shaw and to 
keep his true identity from being revealed, the 
chances are good that this document was triggered by 
Garrison's actions even though it does not mention 
him. 

The names of the authors of the document have 
been blacked out of the copy that was released. 
Further research may reveal who actually wrote it and 
"pulled it . together, " as a note in hand print at the 
top states.

"The Trial of Lee Harvey Oswald" 

The media control from the top is demonstrated by 
the ABC-TV program, "The Trial of Lee Harvey Oswald," 
whose co-director, Lawrence Schiller, had to have 
been selected at the suggestion of the PCG. Schiller 
is one of the most notorious people in the PCG's 
stable of free lancers. He is best known for his 
book supporting the Warren Commission and attacking 
the researchers, called "The Scavengers" /8/. 

Schiller is perhaps one of the biggest scavengers 
ever born. He obtained a supposed deathbed statement 
from Jack Ruby by illegally arid unethically sneaking 
a tape recorder into his hospital room. He then par- 
layed this into a wide-selling record with distaste- 
ful and untruthful propaganda. More recently, he 
seized the opportunity to interview Gary Gilmore 
before his execution, practically holding a mike to 
his mouth while the juice was being turned on. 

Schiller is a con artist, a crook and a liar. How, 
the reader may ask, can a guy like that become a co- 
producer of a major ABC television show?

In both cases, 
the PCG intent appears to be to misdirect attention, 
directing it away from the CIA participants, while 
at the same time admitting conspiracy. There is no 
way that Sol's story in McDonald's book can be true. 

It retains Oswald's firing, or at least planning to 
fire from the sixth floor window of the Texas School 
Book Depository. As all responsible researchers 
know, the photographs taken that day of the window, 
inside and outside, demonstrate that there was no 
one firing from that window that day. 

The de Mohrenschildt Murder 

The "Murder, Inc." branch of the PCG killed George 
de Mohrenschildt when he became too dangerous for 
them. The media branch of the PCG then undertook 
another big campaign to discredit Willem Oltmans 
and NOS-TV from Holland, who happen to be in possess- 
ion of a series of video and audio tapes of de Mohr- 
enschildt that are very damaging to the PCG. 

The de Mohrenschildt murder has so far been con- 
cealed by the PCG with the help of the media, and 
portrayed as the suicide of a man who had become in- 
sane. As Willem Oltman’s book clearly demonstrates 
/ is/, de Mohrenschildt was quite sane at the time of 
his disappearance from Belgium, and was in the pro- 
cess of giving Ed Epstein a story about his involve- 
ment in the JFK assassination when he was murdered 
in Florida. 

Donald Donaldson's Disappearance 

General Donald Donaldson, alias Dimitri Dimitrov, 
alias Jim Adams, was intimately acquainted with the 
CIA people who planned JFK's assassination. He 
showed up in Holland to tell his story to NOS-TV and 
Willem Oltmans. He told Oltmans that Allen Dulles 
was the key CIA man in planning JFK's assassination. 
Donaldson had been brought to the U.S. as a double 
agent during World War II by Franklin Roosevelt. He 
held back his knowledge of the assassination conspir- 
acy until the Church Committee was formed. He took 
his information to Church, who brought him to Pres- 
dent Ford rather than having him questioned by the 
Church or Schweiker committee or subcommittee. Ford, 
Church and Donaldson had a meeting in which Ford 
talked both of them into keeping Donaldson's. infor- 
mation under wraps. 

When de Mohrenschildt was killed, Donaldson decid- 
ed it was time to make his information public and to 
offer it to the Select Committee. He approached 
Oltmans asking that his identity be kept secret, told 
NOS his story, and then remained in Holland while 
Oltmans attempted to tell the story to President 
Carter. Oltmans revealed Donaldson's identity on 
American TV and to the Select Committee when Carter 
refused to listen to the story. Donaldson then moved 
to England and subsequently disappeared from a London 
hotel, leaving large unpaid bills at both the London 
and Amsterdam hotels where he had been staying. The 
possibility is very good that he has gone the same 
route as de Mohrenschildt, murdered by the PCG. The 
episode is strongly reminiscent of the de Mohren- 
schildt affair. 

Attacks on the Select Committee 

A series of attacks on the Select Committee in 
November and December of 1977 can be forecast, lead- 



ing up to the vote on the 1978 budget. One of these 
has already taken place in the form of an article by 
probable CIA agent, George Lardner, Jr., one of the 
Select Committee's biggest enemies, and one of the 
PCG’s stable of reporters. Lardner wrote an article 
for the "Sunday Washington Post" on November 6, 
portraying the Committee as engaging in more or less 
random, uncoordinated activity, interrogating wit- 
nesses from the Garrison investigation, which Gard- 
ner labelled "the zany Garrison investigation," and ^ 
"the fruitless investigation." The "New York Times, 
"Washington Star" and other media can be expected 
to open up all barrels under PCG direction. The 
general theme will very likely be that the Committee 
has done nothing at all in 1977, that Oswald commit- 
ted the assassination alone, and that the House 
should promptly vote to discontinue the Committee. 

If counsel Blakey or chairman Stokes, or JFK sub- 
committee chairman Preyer try to respond to these 
attacks, the are likely to be ripped to shreds by 
the PCG's media people. As this author pointed out 
in an article earlier this year /16/, the one 
reasonable chance the Committee and the House have 
to keep the investigation going is to expose the 
PCG and their media control, from the top down. 
Otherwise, it seems that the Committee can not win 
the battle. 
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
